The later portion of the dowry which is 
paid in the case of death or divorce

One of the five Pillars of Islam

(called nisab) that has remained in 
the possession of a Muslim for a 
year. The following categories of 
people are entitled to this poor-due 
(known as Zakat): the poor; the 
needy ; those who collect Zakat or 
are employed to administer the 
funds; and those who are newly 
converted to Islam and whose faith 
needs to be consolidated. In 
addition, Zakat may also be 
distributed for setting captives free, 
for assisting those who are in debt, 
for the cause of Allah, and/or for 
wayfarers. Zakat is paid out once a 
year. 

A compulsory form of charity 

consisting of foodstuffs to be given 
by Muslims to the needy towards 
the end of Ramadan (the month of 
fasting) and preferably just before 
the Fitr Feast Prayer.
